Bercurn on Rawreny.—The reprehension 

or exposition of a man’s faults ina light, 

genial spirit, is often the best way of telling 

him of them. Ido not, therefore, say that 

all innocent raillery and good-natured rep- 

rehensien is to be disallowed. On the con- 

trary it may be allowed. It must be genuine, | 
however, producing good and not pain. But} 
he that makes the mistakes, the foibles, the 

faults, the misconceptions of men—the ten 

thousand infelicities of life—the subject mat- | 
ter of comment, of jest, and social enjoyment, | 
and of personal amusement, is simply a bar-| 
barian. Ife is not a Christian; he does not 

belong to that category. It is one of those} 
things that are monstrous in the sight of God. 

Could you do itto your child? A mother 

may tantalize her child. She may frolic 

with it. She may do a thousand things with | 
it, causing it to hover vibrating between tear 

and smile, sometimes on one side and some- 

times on the other, just fora moment; but 

rhe instantly presses it to her bosom, and 

covers its face with kisses, so that there are 
no shades left upon its spirits. And there is 
such a thing as innoccnt raillery, But to 
watch to see what is awkward in others; to 
search out the infirmities of men; to go out 
like a street sweeper, or a universal scavenger, 

to collect the faults and failings of people, to 
carry these things about as if they were cher- 

ries or flowers; to throw them out of your 
bag or pouch, and make them an evcning re- 
past, ora noonday meal, or the amusement 

ofa social hour, enlivened by unfeeling criti- 
cisms, heartless jests and cutting sarcasms; 
to take aman up as you would a chicken, 
and gnaw his flesh from his very bones, and 

then lay him down, saying, with fiendish ex-| 
ultation—" There his skeleton’'’—this is 
devilish !
